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+ GAMBLERS FIGHT 
CONTROL OF FOOD 


Assistant Secretary Vroo- 
man Says Rich Lobby Is 
at Work—Gamblers Call- 
ed “Allies of the Kaiser.” 


Washington, May 11.—Sensational 
charges that a lobby of “food gam- 
blers, some of them men of immense 
wealth,” already is at work in Wash- 
ington seeking to defeat the adminis- 
tration food control bills, were made 
tonight in a formal statement by As- 
sistant Secretary Vrooman, of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

“Allies of the kaiser—unpatriotic and 
disloyal, who should be made to fee} 
the loathing and contempt of é€very pa- 
triotic American,” are some of the 
characterizations applied by Mr. Vroo- 
man to “food speculators, food corner- 
ers and food gamblers,” who, he prom- 
ises, will in time be touched by appro- 
priate legislation. 

Secretary Vrooman’s statement said: 

“Never in the history of the worid 
have business men shown as much 
patriotism and unselfishness as have 
been manifested since the war began 
by the business men of America. -\n 
overwhelming majority of them have 
been as ready to place their business 
organizations and their personal serv- 
ices and their wealth at the disposal of 
the federal government in this crisis 
as the young men have been to do the 
actual fighting. 

Allies of the Kaiser. 

“However, this attitude has not been 
universal. There are food speculators, 
food cornerers and food gamblers, some 
of them men of immense wealth and 
others of very small means, who are 
ituday taking advantage of war condi- 
“tions to expleuia their fellow citizens to 
the full extent of their ability. These 
men are allies of the kaiser and are 
doing their utmost to defeat the patri- 
otic purposes: of the nation. Wherever 
they are seen; in high places or in low, 
they should be condemned and made to 
feel the loathmg and contempt of ewery 


patriotic American. These men will be 
taken oare of in due time by national, 
state and municipal legislation, but un- 
til such legislation can be enacted, the 
only effective power «hat can be 
brought against them is the power of 
an qutraged public sentiment and that 
should be used vigorously and merci- 
leasly. 

“I am told that some or these men 
are actually in Washington today, con- 
ducting a lobby agains the request of 
President Wilson .hat congress empow- 
er him and his caébinet to take the nec- 
essary means to mobilize the agricul- 
tural resources of this nation for vic- 
tory. They are urging every specious, 
theoretical and imaginary argument 
against the granting of war powers to 
the president and his cabinet, and they 
are at present directing their principal 
attacks against the laws which have 
been introduced by the  agricultura! 
committee of the house, with a view 
to putting the department of agricul- 
ture on a war basis. That step should 
have been taken several weeks ago. The 
bills now before congress have been 
demonstrated to be absolutely essential 
war powers. 

“The unpatriotic and disloval lobby 
that is trying to defeat the determina- 
tion of congress and of the people of 
this country to put the agricultural re- 
sources of the nation on an efficiency 
basis in this crisis should be made to 
feel the condemnation of every real 
American.” 

Food Control Bill Introduced. 

A food control bill approved by the 
administration and containing many 
features of the agriculture department 
measure pending in the house, was in- 
troduced in the senate today by Senator 
Gore, chairman of the agriculture 
committee. An early effort will be 
made to bring it to the senate floor. 

The bill contains most of the pro- 
posals fought, according to Carl Vroo- 
man, assistant secretary of agricul- 
ture. by_a powerful lobby of wealthy 
food gamblers. It calls for a food 
survey by the agriculture department 
and would give the department pow- 
er to license the manufacture, stor- 
age and distribution of food. One pro- 
Vision would legalize the mixture of 
wheat and other cereals in the mak- 
ing of flour and would fix food stand- 
arda. 

The house agriculture committee 
heard a number ‘of food experts during 
the day, amo them Kirby C. White, 
of Detroit, président of the American 
Seed association, who advocates pow- 
er for the government to take over 
and sell the country’s seed supply. John 
A. McSparran, of Pennsylvania, repre- 
senting the national grange. asked 
that no new agency be created to deal 
with the food supply, but urged that 
congress take whatever action is nec- 
essary and not delegate power to some 
one else. 

A commission to deal with the situa- 
tion was the suggestion of Joseph Cul- 
linan, representing the Texas Indus- 
trial congress. Edwin C. Dinwiddie, 
representing temperance organizations, 
urged national prohibition to conserve 
the grain supply. 

Secretary Redfield said in a state- 
ment today supporting the food bills, 
that there was no economic reason for 
present high food prices and that the 
government would have to take charge 
to prevent further rises.

MAY WHEAT TRADES 
HAVE BEEN BARRED 


By Chicago Board of Trade. 
Wheat for Immediate Use 
Must Be Bought From 
Farmers or Grain Dealers. 


Chicago, May 11.—Trading in May 
wheat was ordered discontinued at a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the Chicago Board of Trade tonight. 
The directors also decided that exist- 
ing contracts should be adjudicated 
either by delivery of the property or at 
a selling price to be fixed by James 
A. Patten, and will meet tomorrow 
morning. 

May wheat was quoted at $3.18 at 
the close of trading today. Traders 
said there was no way of estimating 
the effect of the order on trades exist- 
ing. The amount 
market was said to be 180,000 bushels 
Saturday, and _ that probably’ the 


amount now here was short of those 
figures. 


It was current among members of 
the board that actiorg by the federal 
authorities in the last few days—and 
particularly earlier in the day, had has- 
tened the action of the directors. None 
of those at the meeting would confirm 
Or deny that it had been intimated 
to board officials that some action to 
curb soaring prices of wheat should 
be takenor goverment officials would 
close the board. It was admitted that 
several members had been summoned 
to the office of the federal district at- 
torney in the morning, and others again 
in the afternoon; but it was said no 
threats had been made or intimated. 
It also was admitted that government 
agents had been in the trading pit of 
the board for several days taking notes 
on the trades. 

“The board of directors were prompt- 
ed in reaching their conclusions by 
what they deemed to be their patriotic 
duty,” said Joseph P. Griffin, president 
of the board of trade. “It should be 
understood that the board of trade is 
neither a buyer nor a_  seller—it ig 
merely a market place where meet 
daily the millions of producers and 
consumers throughout the country.

13 AUSTRIAN U-BOATS 
SUNK IN THE ADRIATIC 


Statistics on Submarine. Sink- 
ings: Show Improvement 
in the Situation. 


Washington, May 11.—Advices to the 
Italian embassy here say thirteen Aus- 
trian submarines have been sunk in the 
Adriatic by Italian patrols in the last 
few weeks. 


Paris, May 11.—Both French and Brit- 
ish statistics on submarine sinkings 
during the last week show a certain im- 
provement in the situation, says Marcel 
Hutin, a usually well-informed writer 
on the subject. He adds: 

“T understand that our means of 
fighting submarines is increasing daily 


and without giving details I can say 
that the number of submarines put out 
of action inthe last few days has 
risen in a very satisfactory manner. 


Washington, May 11.—The increasing 
efficiency of the allies in submarine de- 
struction was recognized in a speech 
by the German secretary of the navy 
in the reichstag on May 10. Official 
accounts of the speech reaching here 
report the German secretary as saying 
that while the submarine warfare had 
achieved far greater results than was 
expected, a certain number of subma- 
rines had been lost as the result of im- 
proved means of destruction devised by 


‘the allies. 


Copenhagen, May 11.—(Via London.) 
The loss of two prominent German sub- 
marine commanders, in addition to sev- 
eral previously reported, was disclosed 
in a reichstag speech yesterday. The 
men named were Lieutenant Command- 
ers Wagener and Buss, who were eulo- 
gized by Herr Pfleger, of the centre 
party, in remarks giving the necrology 
of U-boat commanders of prominence 
who have lost their lives. 


FIVE NORWAY SHIP& 
SENT TO THE SOTTOM. 


London, May 11.—The Norwegian for- 
eign office today reported the sinking 
by German submarines of three Nor- 
wegian steamships, says a dispatch 
from Christiania to the Central News 
agency. The vessels were the Tore- 
Jarl, of 1,094 tons gross; the Voss, of 
2,422 tons gross, and the Nydal, a new 
vessel of 3,080 tons gross. 

The Norwegian steamers Tiger and 
Léikanger have been sunk by German 
submarines ten miles off the north- 
west coast of Spain. According to in- 
formation received here the submarines 
halted ¢he steamers in Spanish waters 
and escorted them beyond the territo- 
rial limit, where they were sunk.

Manufacturers who would have to 
pay the increased excess profits tax, 
distillers, brewers and soda fountain 
interests affected by the higher rate on 
alcoholic and soft drinks and tobacco 
companies hit by the tobacco tax, all 
told the senate committee that they 
faced ruin if the bill went through as 
presented in the house. Nearly every 
witness declared his particular busi- 
ness seemed to have been:made the 
target for an unjust and exorbitant 
tax.

The -hearings are expected to 
close Tuesday.

debate. Some representatives suggest- 
ed that the tax on big incomes was not 
high enough, and others opposed vigor- 
ously the proposal to increase the 
postage rate on second-class matter by 
creation of a zone system. 

Replying to critics of the income tax 
section, Mr. Fordney told the house 
that “there is a limit to which the gov- 
ernment can go and take from a man 
es income until he begins to evade the 
aw.” 

“There is no law in this country or 
any other,” he said, “that compels a 
corporation to pay dividends. The 
minute you have taxed the corporations 
to a point where they see you are about 
to confiscate their property they will 
pass to surplus their earnings instead 
of paying it in dividends. In making

Protestants Draw Gloomy Picture. 


It was a gloomy picture that protest- 
ants against the war tax increase paint- 
ed for the senate committee. Disorgan- 
ization of industries, closed factories 
discharged employees, reduced prices to 
producers and destruction of retailers 
were among the predictions. 

Representatives of national manu- 
facturers and industrial organizations 
declared the excess profits tax was dis- 
criminatory against corporations. The 
whole tax load also was criticised as 
too large and the ie gree was made 
that the tax burden be distributed over 
several decades. : 

The greatly increased tax on distilled 
liquors, the committee was told, would 
decrease production and revenues as 
well as encourage illicit traffic. ‘The 
brewery interests said many: small 
breweries would be forced to close. 

Protesting against the rates on soft 
drinks and ingredients, manufacturers’ 
representatives said the increased bur- 
den cannot be passed on to the con- 
sumer and that soda _ fountain, drug 
store and other. small business men 
would be crippled. The bill's rates were 
said by representatives of manufactur- 
ers and organized cigar makers to be 
grossly excessive and certain to cause 
suspension Of small manufacturers, de- 
creasé consumption and so reduce reve-

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PROHIBITION PLANNED 
FOR DURATION OF WAR 


Congressman Howard Heads 
Committee to Frame Meas- 
ure for That Purpose. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May  11.—(Special.)— 
Prohibition for the duration of the war, 
so far as the national government can 
bring it about, was discussed today at 
a meeting of 25 or 30 members of con- 
gress who are advocates of this step, 
and plans were made to get action from 
this congress. 

Representative William Schley How- 
ard, of Georgia, was named chairman 
of a subcommittee of eight to frame a 
bill that will accomplish the purpose 
sought. Representative Crisp, of Geor- 
gia, will be the parliamentary expert 
that the prohibition forces are relying 
upon to open a way for action on the 
measure. Representative Jeanette Ran- 
kin, of Montana, and Representative 
Randall, prohibition member from Cal- 
ifornia, are on the subcommittee. 

It is predicted that the council of 
national defense will favor the move- 
ment in the interest of food conserva- 
tion and increased efficiency in the 
army and the nation’s industries. 

Representative Howard said that the 
war-time prohibition amendment would 
be offered to the revenue Dill. Tha 
exact form of the amendment will be 
agreed upon next Monday at a meet- 
ing of all representatives interested in 
the subject, which will be held in the 
democratic caucus room. 

“It is estimated by General Crozier 
that several hundred thousand tons of 
ethyl alcohol will be required in the 
manufacture of explosives,” said Mr. 
Howard. “As there are now about 
$200,000,000 worth of alcoholic liquors 
in bonded warehouses, I propose that the 
government shall purchase this supply 
for redistillization into ethy] alcohol. 
This can be done more quickly and at 
less expense than the same amount can 
be produced at this time in any other 
way. At least this was the statement 
made at our meeting by Representa- 
tive Kelly, of Pennsylvania. 

“TI propose, also, that the govern- 
ment take over all grain and all other 
food materials now: in the possession 
of brewers and distillers at a fair price 
and to provide in some way against 
their acquiring additional supplies of 
grain.” 

The prohibitionists are not yet clear 
as to just how this can be accom- 
plished, but they are tremendously in 
earnest in their desire to effect na- 


‘tional prohibition. 


NO WAR DECLARATION 
BY CHINA PARLIAMENT 


House Refused to Act Against 
Germany Though Sur- 
rounded by Mob. 


Pékin, May 11.—After a riotous 
secret session lasting throughout 
Thursday night the house of represen- 
tatives refused to pass a resolution 
declaring war on Germany. 

The house of parliament was sur- 
rounded by a mob which demanded 
war, making threats of violence. Un- 
der the orders of Premier Tuan Chi- 


Jui troops finally dispersed the mob. 


The premier addressed the house, 
He 
denounced by members who said he 
was attempting to coerce parliament. 

The press is opposed to the war 
urging parliament to . resist 
military pressure on the ground that 
it threatens the republic. 

HAITI REFUSES 
TO DECLARE WAR. 

Port Au Prince, Haiti, May 11.—Con- 
gress today refused to declare war on 
Germany. 

A. resolution was adopted protest- 
ing in the name of humanity against 
the submarine warfare. The presi- 
dent was authorized to break off diplo- 
matic relations if Germany declined to 
make the reparation demanded for the 
loss of the lives of Haitiens and to give 
guarantees for the future. 


President D’Artiguenave sent a mes- 
sage to the Haitien congress last week 
recommending a declaration of war 
against Germany in consequence of 
the death of eight Haitiens on the tor- 
pedoed French steamship Montreal. A 
commission: appointed to consider the 
president's recommendation reported 
yesterday that there was not sufficient 
reason for a declaration of war and 
proposed that diplomatic relations with 
Germany be severed.

TO SEPARATE PEACE. 


Petrograd, May 11.—( Via London.)— 
Thursday being the anniversary of the 
opening of the first duma, an extraor- 
dimary session of delegates and ex- 
delegates was held at the Tauride pal- 
ace. The members of the provisional 
government and foreign diplomats were 
also present. 

Prolonged applause greeted a speech 
by President Rodzianko in which he re- 
pudiated any idea of a separate peace. 
‘here was an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion later when he proclaimed the loy- 
ality olf Russia toward her aliies. The 
whole assembly stood and cheered the 
entente ambassadors, 

“The war, which was forced upon us 
and which we did not desire and for 
which we are in no way responsible, 
must be brought to a successful termi- 
nation in such a manner that the in- 
tegrity of the country and the national 
honor of Russia shall be entirely main- 
tained,” said President Bodzianko. 

“The innumerable sacrifices we have 
laid upon the altar of this war demand 
that the peace should correspond with 
the immensity of our efforts and that 
the aim for which we are struggling, 
the triumph of the ideals of justice and 
liberty, be assured us. 

“The Germans oppose to these splen- 
did ideals their own program, which is 
totally different, the hegemony of the 
world and the enslavement of the na- 
tions. The struggle for the principles 
so mutually contradictory cannot termi- 
nate in a draw, but only by a decisive 
victory by one or the other of the ad- 
versaries. Only the complete defeat of 
German militarism will assure the hap- 
piness of the world. 

“The gulf separating the Germans— 
th devastators and destroyers of civili- 
zation—tfrom the allies is too deep for 
the war to be concluded without the 
realization of the ideals I have men- 
tioned. Peace in the present conditions 
would be only an armistice of greater 
or less duration. Do not forget that the 
working classes of Germany, however 
socialistic they be, ardently desire vic- 
tory, for Germany cannot reduce her 
vast industry, and her defeat by the 
allies would be like the blow of a elub 
for the workers of Germany, who nat- 
urally support the imperialistic aspi- 
rations of their government, 

“That is why I declare emphatically 
that the Russian people must make ev- 
ery sacrifice to bring this war, in con- 
cert with t®eir allies, to a complete vic- 
tory, all the more because such a vic- 
tory would consolidate forever the lib- 
erties we have iust won. 

“Russia cannot betray the allies by 
whose side she has been fighting for 
three years, and she will remain faith- 
ful to them.” 

Prince. Lvoff, the premier, 
dressed the duma gathering. 

“It is not the wonderful, almost 
magic character of the Rusisan revolu- 
tion: it is not the power displayed and 
the rapidity of development which as- 
tonish the world, but the idea which 
directed it and which embraces not 
only the interests of the Russian people, 
but these of all the nations,” said the 
premier. “It is true that this revolu- 
tion compels us to endure a period of 
great trials and raises in our paths to 
social happiness the grim specters of 
anarchy and despotism. But you repre- 
sentatives of the nation may be sure 
that the work you inaugurated and 
have pursued, despite all obstacles, dis- 
illusionments and hostile elements, will 
not have been in vain. The work of the 
revolution is not concluded, but 
day strengthens our confidence 
in the creative forces of the Russian 
people and the greatness of its future.”

GEORGIA SHIPPERS 
WILL BE PENALIZED 
IN CASE OF DELAYS 


To facilitate the movement of cars 
and their release by shippers of the 
state, the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia has revised its demurrage rates for 
intrastate traffic from $1 per car per 
day for each day that shippers unneces- 
sarily detain cars beyond the 48 hours 
allotted for loading and unloading, to 
a rate of 2 per car per day for each of 
the first five days and $5 percar per day 
for the sixth and each succeeding day. 
ree revision becomes effective June 
This scale has been agreed upon by 
representatives of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the National In- 
dustrial league. Both intrastate and 
interstate scales, however, expire May 
1, 1918. The commission also provided 
an average demurrage agreement rule 
which works interchangeably both be- 
tween interstate and intrastate cars 
which will permit eredits to be earned 
against carg unloaded within the first 
24 hours of free time. These credits 
can be used to offset demurrage charges 
accruing om cars held. beyond the al- 
lotted length of free time. ~ 

The new provisions are enacted as an 
incentive to shippers and consizgnees to 
speed up as much as possible in load- 
ing and unloading cars so that the 
“empties’’ may be placed back in roll- 
ing service as soon as possible, thereby 
relieving to a great degree the pres- 
era freight car shortage over the south.

JAPAN TO VISIT US. 


Official confirmation of the report that 
Japan contemplates sending a special com- 
mission to Washington in the near future, 
to assure complete and satisfactory co-op- 
eration of the two governments in the pros- 
ecution of the war, is reported to have 
reached the state department. 

The commission, it is said, will be com- 
posed of leading Japanese statesmen, and 
it will come in a friendly spirit on a mission 
of mutual advantage. 

° Jt is not likely that the visit of this.com- 
mission will be pleasing to a certain jingo- 
istic element which, supported ardently by 
a group of alarmist newspapers, have for 
years been; and are still, engaged in a cam- 
paign to create a breach between this 
country and Japan. These propagandists 
have insistently harped upon the “yellow 
peril” until it has created in the minds of 
many conservative American citizens a 
fixed, though false, impression that real 
danger from across the Pacific is imminent. 

Both Japanese and American statesmen 
and officials, political economists and per- 
sons in position to know, discountenance 
such illy-founded, insidious and unpatriotic 
doctrine, and ‘have done all within their 
power, by means of word and deed, to coun- 
teract the nefarious influence of the jin- 
goists. | 

This diplomatic visit to our. country by 
official representatives of the Japanese 
government will have a good effect at this 
particular time.

LET THE BIRDS HELP. 


In this day of stress and war, when the 
national watcleword is “Maximum of Pro- 
duction and Minimum of Waste,” and every- 
body is daily admonished to either fish or 
cut bait, why not give the birds a chance to 
do their “bit?” 

They would do it;-all right, with alacrity 
and song; and it would be a bigger “bit” 
than many might imagine. 

To illustrate: The United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has published an esti- 
mate that insects annually damage the crops 
of this country to the value of $1,200,000,000! 
That destruction amounts to more than half 
—by , $200,000,000—-of the total “liberty 
bonds” issue! 

In a recent monograph on the subject of 
the eating habits of birds, the British Orni- 
thological Union declares that, while a given 
species cannot be definitely set down as in- 
jurious or beneficial until after a study has 
been made of its habits during an entire 
year, it is true in general that the vast ma- 
jority of birds are carnivorous, at least while 
feeding their young. And there are mighty 
few carniverous birds on friendly terms with 
insects! 

Pending in congress at the present time 
is legislation designed to give effect to the 
recent treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States for the protection of migratory 
birds: and it wotld be a blessing to the 
country—to all of the countries at war upon 
theiside of the entente, in fact—and a decisive 
and effective step toward food-crops conser- | 
vation and economy were congress to find | 
time to put this legislation through before 
adjournment. The earlier the better, sea 
cause the period of gréatest bird slaughter | 
is during the nesting season when the death | 
of a parent bird entails the destruction of 
a nest full of eggs or the starvation of a 
brood of fledgelings.

Wheat is the puppet of specu- 
lators. The farmer averaged $1.30 for 
his wheat last year. Look at the price 
today. . . The speculator who corners 
the food of the nation in time of war is 
a traitor and should be dealt with as 
such.” 


While Vrooman was talking to the press 
in Chicago, Mr. Hoover, recently returned 
from Europe, was saying to the press in 


New York: 


“There is absolutely no occasion for 
food panic in this country nor any justi- 
fication for outrageous prices unless the 
opposition of’ special interests defeats the 
president in obtaining the necessary pow- 
ers to control the nation’s food fully and 
adequately. America’s problem is not one 
of famine, for we have now and will have 
next year a large surplus. ... 

“I am assured that the American 
farmer did not realize $1.30 per bushel for 
the 1916 wheat hervest, yet the price of 
wheat in New York today is $3.25 per 
bushel, and flour $14 per barrel, with all 
its attendant hardship and dislocation of 
social and industrial life. — : oe 

“IT have no hesitation in saying that, 
if the able, patriotic men representing 
the majority of each branch of the food 
trades were called in and clothed with 
the necessary powers to force the small 
minority of skunks that exist in every 
trade, one result would be that an equal- 
ly nutritious flour based on even $1,560 
wheat could be sold in New York for a 
good deal under $8 per barrel, and every. 
trade would receive its legitimate profit.” 


Mr. Hoover declared that without food 
control by the government we may expect 
to see flour at $20 a barrel before the year 


is over, but with control— 


“the present price of flour can be re- 
duced 40 to 50 per cent and at the same 
time the producer be treated in a liberal] 
manner.”’ 


He is by no.means playing the role of 
calamity howler, for he declared that while 


“hoarding and speculation are rife,” there 
is in America today a surplus of from 
50,000,000 to 


yond “the needs of our allies before the next 
harvest comes in.” : 


But if the food-hogs, hoarders and specu- 


lators are permitted to hold this, to gobble 
it up, and dole it out only in such quantity 
from day to day or month to month as will 
insure the maintenance of starvation demand 
and a constantly rising price, the American 
people as a whole have a dreary outlook 
ahead of them. 

Mr. Vrooman declared that “the depart- 
ment of justice will have no hesitancy in 
bringing about indictments (of food specula- 
tors) broadcast.”’ 

That is all right so far as it goes, but 
that is a slow process by which to remedy a 
condition that is drastic and demands imme- 
diate attention; and the American public is 
too familiar with “the law’s delay” to rest 
satisfied with the simple assurance by an 
agricultural department official that the de- 
partment of justice “wilt have no Regitancy 
in bringing about indictments.” 

The government and the food-consuming 
American public should swat the food-hog, 
and swat him hard; and no tender nor len- 
itive means should be employed in horning 
him away from the trough. 

Federal control should come first, with 
indictments—and severe punishment upon 
proof of: guilt—a secondary, but none the 
less certain consideration.

Barnes lodge named for him and not the 

present William H. Barnes. 

The communication was written by S. W. 
Grubb, in the: year 1889, and is as follows: 

“Barnes Lodge.” ‘ 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 
tion: I observe in your Sunday issue an in- 
terview with W. H. Barnes, P, G. M., etc, 
concerning the early days of Odd Fellowship 
in Atlanta. Mr. Barnes does not go back to 
the earliest history of the ofder here, for 
that dates from 1849, and I doubt if there is 
anyone living who could tell much of its 
history between 1849 and 1857, unless it be 
Colonel C. R. Hanleiter, who was for much 
of that time its secretary. Among the men 
who stood by W. B. Chapman, in his deter- 
mination to save old Central lodge, were 
William Barnes, not a relative of W. H. 
Barnes, then quite a prominent man here, 
‘and who was killed near the close of the 
war; John R. Wallace, C. H. Wallace, C. R. 
Hanleiter, Hamilton Crankshaw, John H. Me- 
caslin, R.G. Sage and others not now remem- 
bered. I was not then an Odd Fellow, but 
was fully aware of the noble struggle made 
by those men for the life of their lodge, and 
to them Odd Fellowship in Atlanta owes a 
debt of gratitude. To their names and to the 
memory of those of them who have passed 
to the farther shore, every Odd Fellow should 
do honor. I became a member of Central 
lodge, February 2, 1858, but it was more than 
a year after that time before it entered 
upon that degree of prosperity which has 
resulted in six lodges instead of one, and 
which has continued, interrupted only by 
the fortunes of war, to the present time. 

“Mr. Barnes f8 in error concerning the 
origin of Barnes lodge. W. G. Gramling— 
all honor to his memoryv—while ever its 
friend and well-wisher, was never a member 
of Barnes lodge. This lodge was estab- 
lished March 5, 1863, and its charter members 
were Thomas P. Fleming, E. P. McCown, E. 
Cc. Murphy, John K. Bennett, John Young and 
myself. Fleming was its first noble grand. 
‘McCown, vice grand, and I was the secretary. 
Barnes lodge prospered from the first, and 
when Sherman took possession of Atlanta, 
had attained to considerable strength. But 
its membership was scattered then, and, 
like everything else in Atlanta, had to be 
reconstructed again. 

“Of the early members of Barnes lodge 
one did more to place it on a sound basis 
an Thomas P. Fleming. He was at that 

‘time a commission merchant in good circum- 

stances and spent his time and- money freely 

for the benefit of the lodge he loved so well. 

Young, active and energetic, he threw all his 

influence into the work, and the wonderful 

magnetism he possessed accomplished much. 

Few of the present members of Barnes lodge 

know how much they owe to ‘him. , 

“Of the six who im*1863 started Barnés 
lodge into life, E. P. McCown is the only 
one now in membership in Barnes lodge, and 
he and myself are probably the only ones 
in membership in the order. Like myself, all 
the rest, except Fleming, have removed from 
the city, and most of them from the state. 
I am a member of a prosperous lodge in the 
flourishing jurisdiction of inois. But, 
though over 26 years have passed _ since 


Barnes started upon its career, and nearly, 


eighteen since I transferred my membership, 
the pleasant evenings spent within its walls 
will ever remain a bright spot in my mem- 
ory. Ss. W. GRUBB.” 

I have often heard my father-in-law, Mr. 
Gullatt, mention the fact that Barnes lodge, 
No. 55, of Atlanta, was named for his broth- 
er-in-law, William Barnes, who was a mem- 
ber of the first Odd Fellow lodge in Atlanta, 
In another part of the Hanleiter scrapbook 
I find mention of the first I. 0. O. F. lodge 
which was instituted in 1849. 

The first church in Atlanta was of the 
Methodist denomination. It was established 
in 1845. 

L. C. Simpson was the first lawyer in At- 
lanta, and S. B. Hoytand JohncC. Wilson were 
the first law students. 

John L. Harris and Mr. Ruggles fought 
the first duel. Nobody hurt. 

The first man who suffered capital pun- 
ishment in Atlanta was Radford J. Crockett. 
Cobb was the second man hanged. 

J. Edgar Thompson, of Madison, Ga., first 
suggested the name of Atlanta. The name 
was given because it was the chief city on 
the Atlantic slope. William R. Hanleiter 
published a city directory of Atlanta in 1871, 
and in it was found a letter from Richard 
Peters, which should settle definitely the ori- 
zin of the Gate City’s name, Mr. Peters 
wrote as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May 9, 1871.—Mr. W. R. 
Hanleiter—Dear Sir: In aswer to your note 
asking. me to give you some information rel- 
ative to the naming of Atlanta, I will state 
that in the year 1845 J..Edgar Thompson, 
Esq., the present distinguished civil engineer 
and railroad king, was the chief engineer of 
the Georgia railroad from Augusta to its 
junction with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, then known as Marthasville. At that 
date. I was the superintendent and resident 
engineer of the finished portion of the road 
from Augusta to Covington, and it became 
a part of my duty to arrange the freight 
lists, and to notify the public of the open- 
ing of the road from Covington to Marthas- 
ville. I was not satisfied with the name 
given a‘ point that, even at that early day, 
had become somewhat notorious by the Hon. 
John C. Calhoun, who, on passing through 
to the Memphis convention, prophesied a great 
city in the future. I wrote to Mr. Thomp- 
son, who then resided in Madison, asking 
him to think of a name that would suit the 
place better. His reply was in substance 
as follows: 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad; At- 
lantic, masculine; Atlanta, feminine—a coined 
word, and if you think it will suit adopt it.’ 

“J was delighted with the suggestion, and 
in a few days issued the circulars adopting 
the name, and had@them very- generally 
distributed throughout Georgia and Tennes- 
see, and at the next session of the legis- 
lature the act of incorporation was changed 
by inserting Atlanta in place of Marthasville. 
Yours truly, RICHARD P&TERS.” 

I am a firm believer in “keeping the record 
straight.” and have given you the above 
information that the present generation and 
those to follow may be correctly informed 
concerning the early history of your great 
and wonderful city, and some of her promi- 
nent citizens. 

The Hanleiter scrapbook is a storehouse 
of wonderful information. Colonel C. R. 
Hanleiter also compiled. scrapbooks. I do

Detailed information regarding the 
denominations, maturities and other 
terms of the liberty loan bonds of 1917 
has been given through a statement by 
Secretary McAdoo and official instruc- 
tions are now on their ways to the vari- 
ous governors of the federal reserve 
banks of the country. 

Governor Joseph A. McCord, of the 
local reserve bank, has ncat yet received 
his official instructions on the sub- 
ject, but the statement of Mr. McAdoo 
contains all necessary information. 

The smallest bond was fixed by the 
secretary’s announcement at $50; bear- 
er bonds, with interest coupons attached, 
will be issued in that sum and in de- 
nominations of $100, $500 and ,000. 
Bonds registered as to rincipa and 
interest wil be issued in denominations 
of $100, $500, $1,000, $5,000, $10,000, $50,- 
000 and $100,000. 

All applications must be made by 
June 15. Payments may be made ag fol- 
lows: Two per cent on application, 18 
per cent June 28, 20 per cent July 3 
30 per cent August 15, and 30 per cent 
August 30. Accrued interest will be 
payable with the final payment. 

The conversion clause was the last 
Getail of the issue to be determined, 
and it was fully discussed at a recent 
conference held in the office of Sec- 
retary McAdoo. 

Will Pay Higher Rate. 


The bonds will carry the obligation 
on the part of the United States that 
if at any time’during the war between 
the United States and Germany a sub- 
sequent issue of bonds shal! be issued 
bearing a higher rate of interest than 
24— per cent, the rate for the present 
issue, holders of this issue may convert 
their bonds into the new bonds with the 
higher rate on such terms and condi- 
tions as the secretary of the treasury 
may prescribe. 

The prevent offering, it was an- 
nounced, will be limited to $2,000,000,- 
000, and “no allotments will be made in 
excess of that amount.” This disposes 
finally of reports that Mr. McAdoo had 
under consideration the_advisability of 
eaitnding the amount Of the offer to 
include a percentage of the over-sub- 
ecription which apparently will result 
when the subscription books are closed 
June 15 next. 
 In-order to make the purchase of the 
issue convenient for the banking busi- 
ness of the country and disturb mone- 
tary conditions us little as possible, Sec- 
retary McAdoo will deposit the proceeds 
of the sales of bonds with national and 
Biate hanks and trust companies. 

Secretary McAdoo’s Circular. 

Secretary McAdoo’s statement giving 
the denominations, maturities and other 
details of the bond issue follows: 


“The Liberty Loan bonds will mature in 
30 years redeemable in whole or

and be 
in part. at the option of the United States, 
on or ‘after fifteen years at par and ac- 
crued interest. 

“In order to avoid adding to the heavy 
burden of work incident to the July 1 and 
January 1 settlements, the secretary has 
determined that the Liberty Loan bonds 
shall be dated June 15, 1917, instead of 
July 1, 1917, as heretofore announced, and 
that the interest shall be payable June 15 
and December 15 in each year. 

“Applications must be made on or be- 
fore June 15, 1917, subject to the right of 
the secretary, in his discretion, to close 
the subscription books at earlier date, 
and payment for the bonds must be made 
as follows Two per cent on application, 
18 per cent on June 28, 1917; 20 per cent 
en Juy 39, 1917; 30 per cent on August 15, 
1917; 30 per cent on August 30, 1917. 

“Accrued interest will be payable with 
the full and final payment. Provision will 
he. made for the privilege to pay earlier 
the full subscription price upon terms and 
conditions determined by the secretary. 

“In case any subsequent series of bonds 
(not ineluding treasury certificates of in- 
debtedneass and other short-term obligations) 
shall be issued by the United States; bear- 
ing a higher rate of interest than 3% per 
centum per annuin, before the termination 
of the war between the United Stetes of 
America and the imperial German Govern- 
ment (the date of such termination to be 
fixed by a proclamation by the president of 
the United States), the holders of any of 
the bonds of the present issue shall have 
the privilege of converting the same, upon 
such terms and condittons as shall be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the treasury, 
into an equal par amount of bonds bearing 
such higher rate of interest and identical!

state banks and trust companies throughout 
the country.

NEGRO FARMERS 10 HOLD 
FOOD CROP CONFERENCE 


Increased Production of Crops 
and Emigration to North 
the Subjects. 


Plans to bring to; ther the colored 
farmers of the state in a food confer- 
ence to be held probably in Macon 
about May 25, began to take more 
definite shape I’riday following 
an exchange of tetezrams between Com- 
missioner of Agriculture J. J. Brown 
and Professor R. R. Wright, of the 
Georgia State Agricultural college (col- 
ored) at Savannah. The commissioner, 
ina wire, hasadvised Professor Wright 
that Governor Harris has issued to him 
his commission with full authority to 
call the conference and to appoint dele- 
gates from various parts of the state. 

“The proposal,’ declared Governor 


llarris Friday, “is one which is of much! 


importance in the _ state right now. 
Through this conference it is our in- 
tention to get the negro farmers to- 
gether and to impress on them chiefly 
two things: First, the fact that every 
space possible should be used for the 
production of foodstuffs, and second, 
the fact that emigration to the north 
or anywhere else is just what the ne- 
gro farmer should not do.” 

The negro food 
presidediover by Professor Wright, and 
the negro farmers will hear addresses 
from the leading food and farming ex- 
perts of the state. Professor Wright 
has been actively at work in the in- 
terests of the conference for some time, 
He has made every effort to secure 
the co-operation of the state; in fact, 
the authorization of the conference, and 
now that this has been secured, he willl 
make the necessary arrangements to 
hold the largest negro conference of 
the kind ever held in the south. 

Dr. H. H. Proctor, a leading negro 
educator and pastor of Atlanta, has 
been working with Professor Wright In 
his efforts to bring the conference 
about. On last Sunday Dr. Proctor 
preached a sermon to his congregation 
on the food crop situation and urged 
that such a conference be held.

After a great hurling duel between 
Puckett, of Tech, and Westbrook, of 
Georgia, the Red and Black emerged 
victorious in the opening game of the 
series with the Tech Jackets yester- 
day afternoon at Grant field, the score 
being 1 to 0. Although rain threaten- 
ed up until game time, there was a 
good-sized crowd of about 3,000 pres- 
ent to cheer their favorites. 

As might have been expected, the in- 
terest in yesterday's game was not 
quite up to the usual standard set when 
Georgia meets Tech. Several times 
during the game there were relapses 
when everything was quiet and this 
is unusual at a Georgia-Tech con- 
test. The Tech rooters resembled old 
times in the ninth inning when a big 
effort was made to break through 
W eatbroon's defense, but it was to no 
avail. 

, Fountain Given School. 

Immediately preceding the game and 
Surrounded by the Tech and Georgia 
Players, Judge Atkinson presented a 
marble drinking fountain to the Georgia 
Tech Athletic associatjon as a memorial 
to Fielding Smith, a Tech alumnus who 
was killed last fall in an utomobile 
accident. In a brief speech, Coach Heis- 
man accepted the fountain in behalf of 
the athletic association, at the same 
time paying a short tribute to Smith. 

Misses Nina Hopkins and Frances 
Winship were the sponsors for the Tech 
team, they being greeted with a yell 
by the Tech rooters at their appearance. 

But back to the game. As stated 
above, the game'‘was a hurlers’ battle 
from start to finish, the honors being 
about as evenly divided between the 
two as could possibly be. Georgia got 
their one run and the game in the 
fourth round, when Puckett let up 
slightly, but in the same round Tech 
came back and would have scored one 
run and possibly two but for a miracu- 
lous bare-hand catch by Cheves, second 
baseman for Georgia. 

To show how evenly Puckett and 
Westbrook fought, Georgia gathered a 
total of four hits off Puckett and Tech 
collected three from the offerings of 
Westbrook. Westbrook sent eight Tech 
batters to the bench on strikes and 
Puckett retired seven via the same 
route. Both men had good control, 
each walking but one man. Puckett’s 
four balls, however, were fatal to him 
and Tech, as two men were out in the 
fourth and no men on bases, the man 
later scoring with the winning run. 

Westbrook Retires Side. 

Westbrook retired the side in order 
in seven of the nine innings. There 
were but four men to face him in the 
second inning and five in the fourth. 
Puckett retired Georgia in order in six 
innings. In the second and fifth rounds 
four men faced him.whileinthe fourth, 
when the run was scored, six men faced 
him. From the fifth inning on neither 
hurler allowed an opposing runner to 
reach first safely. 

Both Westbrook and Puckett deserve 
much credit for the splendid game they 
worked. It was a hard game for Puck- 
ett to lose and the same would have 
been true had Westbrook lost. 

Feature Play of Game 

The feature play of the game, and 
one of the most spectacular éver staged 
on Grant field, was made by Cheves, 
Georgia’s second baseman, in the fourth 
inning. The Red and Biack had just 
scored the one run of the game in their 
half of the round and the Jackets were 
fighting hard to even the count up by 
sending in a run. 

With one man down, Hill hit a hot 
one down the third base line, the ball 
striking the bag. Morrison received 
a base on balls, Hill going to second. 
Spence, the next man up, flew out to 
right and then came Settle, who hit a 
short fly to right center. The fly 
looked like a certain hit, but Cheves, 
with his back turned to the late, 
caught the ball in his bare han re- 
tiring the side. It was a wonderful 
catch and saved the day for Georgia. 

As two men were out, both Hill and 
Morrison were running, and if the 
catch had not been made, Hill would 
have scored easily and possibly Morri- 
son also. If Hill had scored, the game 
would have very likely ended a tie, 
as both Puckett and estbrook were 
going great the last five innings.

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SUPREME COURT DENIES 
“WASH” LOTT NEW TRIAL 


Aged Coffee County Farmer 
Must Serve Life Term 
for Son’s Murder. 


Macon, Ga. May 11.—(Special.)— 
Word has been received from the clerk 
of the United States supreme court 
that G. Washington Lott, the Coffee 
county farmer now in jail at Savan- 
mah for the murder of his son, has 
been denied a new trial, the court 
affirming the judgment of the trial 
court and also of the supreme court 
of Georgia. 

This means that Lott, who is 68 
years ol4 and in feeble health, must 
serve the balance of his days in the 
Penitentiary, unless he secures execu- 
tive clemency. It is understood an ef- 


fort will be made to secure a pardon | 


for him in view of the fact that he is 
thought to have only a short time to 
live. 

The case was carried by 
John R. Cooper to the United States 
supreme court on an appeal from an 
order by Judge Emory Speer, of the 
United States district court, refusing 
to grant a writ of error. The state 
supreme court had previously declined 
to grant a new trial. It was contend- 
ed fh the appeal that Lott was being 
deprived of his liberty without due 

rocess of law and without having a 
udicial determination of his guilt or 
innocence by reviewing court. 


The case was affirmed by the state. 


supreme court through operation of 
law, three justices voting for grant- 
ing a new trial and three oppos ng it 
One of the latter, Justice Price Gil- 
bert, passed on the case without hear- 
ing argument for the defendant. 

e opinion just handed down by the 
United States supreme court was by 
Justice McKenna. He points out that 
after the appointment of Justice Gil- 
bert notice was given to parties and 
counsel] in all cases then pending in 
which argument had been heard prior 
to his appointment and which were 
to be passed on by him, setting a time 
for reargument of such cases and 
therefore the appellant was given an 
opportunity to be heard. Besides, holds 
Juatice McKenna, the right of appeal 
is not essential to due process.

New York, May 11.—There was.a fur- 
ther sharp advance in the cotton mar- 
ket today, with July contracts selling 
up to 19.68 or 26 points above last 
night’s close and 54 points above the 
low level of last Wednesday. That de- 
livery closed at 19.66, with the general 
list closing very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 17 to 32 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 to 6 points on overnight 
buying orders brought in by the firm- 
ness of yesterday and relatively firm 
cables. There was enough scattering 
liquidation to cause some irregularity 


right after the call, but the market 
soon showed increasing strength on 
bullish private crop advices from the 
eastern belt, further trade buying and 
covering of shorts. Wall street was a 
particularly active buyer, being influ- 
enced presumably by the firmer tone of 
the stock market, and covering became 
more urgent as prices worked higher 
without meeting much cotton. Stop 
orders were uncovered, with October 
selling up to 18.98 and December to 
19.05, with active months generally 
showing net advances of 26 to 34 points 
early in the afternoon. The buying 
then became less active and later fluc- 
tuations were somewhat irregular as a 
result of realizing, but the market clos- 
ed within 3 to 4 points of the best. 
New crop positions were relatively ac- 
tive and firm, notwithstanding pros- 
pects for gradually rising temperatures. 
The early firmer ruling of the stock 
market seemed to encourage a rather 
more optimistic view of general condi- 
tions, and there was buying on the bull- 
ish crop reports, but otherwise brokers 
failed to connect the advance with any 
particular item in the day’s news. The 
trade buying reported yesterday was 
less in evidence today, but it seemed 
that the heavy selling of the early week 
had left the market in a well liquidated 
position, and when shorts started to 
cover they found very few contracts 
for sale around the ring. Private ca- 
bles attributed relatively firm cables 
to continental buying of new crops and 
trade calling. The comparatively easy

High Grade Issues, Espe- 
cially Rails, Subjected to 
Renewed Pressure — Rus- 
sian Exchange Breaks. 


New York, May 11.—High-grade 
stocks, especially rails, were subjected 
to renewed pressure in today’s dull and 
speculative market, the selling being 
again attributed to impending uncer- 
tainties at home and abroad.
